
Story of the White Linen Handkerchief

AFS Student To Wed in Turkey
Dr. and Mrs. Oyman of 

Eskeshir and Istanbul, Tur­ 
key, took a white linen 
handkerchief to give to 
their hosts, the parents of 
Nuri Cerit, as a token of 
their acceptance of their 
offer of marriage for their 
daughter, Emel Oyman, 
when they were invited to 
the Cerit home in Istanbul 
recently.

In Turkey, marriages are 
arranged by parents, how­ 
ever, today some parents 
consult their children's 
wishes in arranging the 
marriages. Following an 
age-old custom, the boy's 
parents call on the girl's 
parents to ask for their 
daughter. During this very 
formal call, the daughter 
must serve coffee and small 
cakes to them, then sit de­ 
murely and answer their in­ 
quiries when necessary

Following this comes a 
period of decision for both 
sets of parents after which 
the boy's parents invite the 
girl's parents to their home. 
If the girl's parents' de­ 
cision is "no." the invitation 
is declined and if it is "yes" 
they accept and arrive with 
a white linen handkerchief. 
In the past, the handker­ 
chief was woven and hem­ 
stitched by the girl.

The announcement of the 
engagement of Emel, who 
was an American Field Serv­ 
ice student in Torrance in 
1964-65, came to her foster 
family, Mr. and Mrs. Wil­ 
liam Ulrich and daughter. 
Susi, this week.

Susi and her sister from 
Turkey were graduated 
from North High School in 
1965 after which Emel made 
an extensive tour of the 
United States prior to re­ 
turning to Turkey to re- 
enter the American Acad­ 
emy for Girls in Istanbul, 
which she had attended 
since she was 10 years old.

The future bridegroom, 
an exchange student to the 
United States in 1961, is a 
graduate of a Dutch Univer­ 
sity and is a fabric import­ 
er in Istanbul. Soon, he will 
fulfill his military obliga­ 
tion, not military training as 
required here, but because 
of his education he will be 
sent to the more primitive 
eastern areas of Turkey to 
teach in the villages.

After the parents' de­ 
cision, a formal engagement 
party is held before the cou­ 
ple may have dates.

Emel and Nuri's engage­ 
ment party was held on 
Sept. 11 at the Kervansaray

Club in Istanbul and was at­ 
tended by 267 guests. A 
complete formal sit-down 
dinner was held at the club, 
leased for the night. Two 
bands furnished the music 
and entertainment included 
belly dancers, singers, Span­ 
ish and Latin American 
dancers, and performers of 
Turkish folklore.

For her engagement 
party, Emel wore an empire 
gown of imported Dutch 
lace over soft pink satin 
crepe, shoes of the same 
fabric, and pink opera- 
length gloves.

In Turkey, engagements 
last from one to four years, 
this is the dating period for 
the couple. Until this time, 
Turkish girls appear in pub­ 
lic only with their parents. 
They never visit night clubs 
until they are engaged.
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In her letter to the Ulrich 
family, Emel hinted that her 
marriage may take place 
next summer and reminded 
them of their promise to at­ 
tend.

And the Ulrichs, Mr. and 
Mrs. and Susi. who live at 
380 W. 183rd St., will await 
the definite date and they 
will be off to Istanbul to at- 
tend the Moslem ceremony 
uniting Emel and Nuri.
